WHITE PAPER ON THE REPORT OF THE ELECTORAL 
BOUNDARIES DELINEATION COMMITTEE 1976 


The Report of the Delineation Committee was received by the Prime Minister 
on 7 May 1976. The Committee recommended, inter alia, that the boundaries of 
fifty-four constituencies be re-defined so as to have a more equal representation of 
electors for all constituencies. The Committee also recommended that all constituen- 
cies should have electors within the range of 13,000 to 20,000 per constituency. 


2 In the process of re-delineating the existing electoral boundaries, the 
Committee recommended the amalgamation of constituencies of the Central Area 
resulting in the elimination of the following six constituencies:— 


Bras Basah, Crawford, Hong Lim, Kampong Kapor, 
Sepoy Lines and Stamford 


3 The Committee also recommended the creation of ten new constituencies 
namely:— 
Ang Mo Kio, Bedok, Boon Lay, Braddell Heights, 
Brickworks, Buona Vista, Khe Bong, Kolam Ayer, 
Marine Parade and Radin Mas 


Most of these constituencies have been created from Housing and Development 
Board Estates. 


4 The Government proposes to accept and implement all the recommen- 
dations of the Committee at the next General Elections. The Report of the 
Committee is attached as an Appendix.

The Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee was appointed 

on 1 January 1974 with the following terms of reference: 

"To review the boundaries of the present 65 

Parliament electoral divisions and to recommend 

such changes or adjustments thereto as may be 

necessary to ensure more equal representation 

throughout all constituencies, basing assessments 

on the 1973 Electoral Registers and the prognosti- 

cations on shifts of population as a result of 

rehousing in Housing and Development Board blocks 

and urban renewal," 
These terms of reference do not restrict the Committee from re— 
commending either an increase or a decrease in the existing 65 
electoral divisions nor preclude the Committee from re-delineating 
the boundaries of any of the existing electoral divisions or limit 
the size of the respective electorate. Thus the main objective of 
the Committee during its deliberations was to ensure more equal 
representation, Having regard to this and also taking into account 
the prognostication on shifts of population and the increase of 
electors, the Committee considered that the average number of 
electors for each electoral division, calculated on the total 
number of electors of 1,088,096 as on 1 July 1976, should be 16,500. 
By accepting a 20% deviation from the average, the minimum number 
of electors for each electoral division should be 13,000 and 
maximum 20,000. These two figures are rounded up to the nearest 


thousand, 
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2 The Committee having ascertained the electorates in all 
existing constituencies recommended that changes for all consti- 


tuencies having less than 13,000 electors or more than 20,000 


electors be made as follows:
